Sis* of an Orchard. 

(The American Cultivator.) 
It is almost aa difficult and expen 
si vh to care for five acres of orchard 
trees as it is for ten, and it is mis- 
placed energy to attempt to plant 
orchards too small to occupy one's 
full time. As a good deal of modern 
orcharding expense consists in the 
labor of spraying and fighting Insects 
it will pay better to have an orchard 
large enough to warrant one in pur- 
chasing the necessary apparatus to 
spray properly. A large orchard al- 
so tends to protect itself against the 
winds, aud in, winter and sum 
there may be a considerable sat 
from this. The trees on the outside 
nearly always produce less than 
those inside. 

one is going to have an apple or 
other fruit orchard it is just as well 
to have a fine one as an ordinary 
kind. The latter will not cost mucl 
more in the end, and it will provi 
profitable, while the former will not 
Plant trees of well-known marketa- 
ble varieties and get (rood specimens 
from reliable dealers. Spray them 
every season and protect them from 
pests of all kinds. Do not let them 
injure themselves by bearing heavi- 
ly the first few years. Pluck off the 
blossoms or fruit, so that no limb or 
branch will be strained. Over-pro 
duction at an early age Is deadly to 
a good tree. Each year set out new 
trees IB the place of any that may 
be injured or killed. Do not have a 
ragged orchard, but try to make 
y tree come up to the standard, 
can be easily done U one lias 
ordinary intelligence aud will give 
the time to the work.

If you raise hogs you must first 
have a good place for them. Your 
farm must be adapted to hog rais- 
ing and you must like the animals. 

When I start pigs out I put them 
in a shed made from rough lumber. 
Ive by six feet. The front of the 
hed I always build five feet high 
ind the back only two feet high. I 
,lso make a small lot iu front of 
lach shed for the pigs to exercise in 
and take their sunbathe. To this 
inclosure I make a small door so 
that it is easy to let them out In the 
pasture. These Bheds are always 
built in the fields I expect to pas- 
ture, so it is little trouble to take 
care of the pigs. I generally have 
..iy pigs come in April and keep 
them shut up until they are are at 
least ten days old, and then turn 
them out in the pasture. 

I generally haye about thirty Po- 
land-China sows to raise pigs from 
each year; I think this breed feeds 
smoother than any other. While 
shut up I feed corn and give them 
pure water direct from a bucket. I 
have always found this the quickest 



and cleanest way. One bucket of 
water is sufficient for six sows. By 
so feeding them there is no danger 
of their rooting the through over on 
the pigs. I always bed my pigs 
with clean straw. When the pigs 
are about ten weeks old I sort out 
fifty of the best of them to keep and 
sell the rest and generally realize 
about $2 apiece for them. I food 
and sell about fifty head of hogs 
each year and pick out pigs as well 
grown, broad and deep as I can, 
with quality and finish. These will 
get fat easily and grow rapidly. I 
pick them ont regardless of box, for 
a good barrow is more profitable 
than a poor sow. I feed these pigs 
one ear of corn each twice a day. or 
one bushel of wheat or rye, scatter- 
ed on the ground, at the same time 
allowing them to run on cloyer un- 
til corn will do to husk, when I start 
in on the new oorn. In December I 
breed the sows for another year. 

From December on the pigs will 
eat two and one-half bushels of 
a day, and will gain twenty pounds 
each per month, which is worth 
$1.20. The feed is worth sixty cents, 
so you see I double my money in 
this way. In cold weather I feed 
some dry oats, which they seem to 
relish. 

Tnis time of the vear they run in 
the feed lots, around the barn and 
sheds and in a piece of woods near 
by. They are big enough to run out 
with the cattle and not get hurt. 
They will weigh about 160 pounds 
each, and I do not think the biggest 
one will weigh twenty pounds more 
than the smallest. 

When the sows wean their pigs I 
let them run on clover until the 16th 
of July, and then start to feeding 
them corn. I aim to get them on 
full feed as soon as I can. and they 
will gain eighty pounds per month. 
I feed old corn until the 1st of Sep- 
tember, when I have a field of corn 
ripe, and I then turn them in on it 
By the time the corn Is devoured it 
will be the last of September, and I 
have my corn cut and wheat sowed. 
My hogs are also fat and will weigh 
about 18,000 pounds, which makes a 
good car load of big hogs. These 
will bring the highest price and 
strike the best market of the year. 
Every year hogs bring at least $1 
per hundred more in September than 
in November or December. This 
means $180 to me. Take this and 
the $160 I get for the extra pigs 
kit pays me for my

This time last year hogs averaged 
around 225 pounds. They now aver- 
age around 208 pounds, says Breed- 
ers' Gazette. In June, 1903, they av- 
eraged 231 pounds, and went up to 
267 pounds in September, dropping 
back to 228 pounds in November and 
to 206 in January, 206 in February, 
206 in March, 208 in April and about 
that figure for May. Hogs have 
marketed lighter every year on the 
average since 1896, when the average 
per head waa 246 poundt. It was 
342 pounds in 1897, 241 pounds in 
1898, 243 pounds in 1899. 233 pounds 
in 1900, 226 pounds in 1901, 220 ponnds 
1902, and 227 pounds in 1908. 



Fowls are omnivorous eaters ; that 
is, they will eat nearly anything, 
and it has been demonstrated that 
food eaten by laying bens imparts 
its flavor to the eggs. A gentleman 
noticed his hens eating freely of 
onion tops that bad been thrown 
into the poultry yard. For several 
days the eggs of those hens had 
such a strong onion flavor as to be 
unfit for use. Such food has been 
found to impart its flavor in the 
flesh also. It is important, there- 
fore, that fowls have access to none 
but clean, good food. Filthy slops 
should be kept out of their reaoh, as 
should all decaying and unwhole- 
some substances. Carcasses of dead 
animals should never be permitted 
to lie around where the fowls can 
get to them The flesh of fowls that 
eat such stuff is not fit for food, 
neither are the eggs laid by them.

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This beats keeping eight year old 
sows to raise two litters a year. They 
are worth a dollar more in a year 
than they are today. I claim what 
you feed these sows is thrown away, 
as they never improve any, but de- 
preciate in value. If you raise fifty 
pigs in the spring that will weigh 
200 pounds in November and fifty in 
the fall that weigh 160 pound 
May you are doing well, and you 
will have to slop them all the time 
To do this you have two or three

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means more work and worry. \ 
fall pigs are more liable to cholora 
and other diseases than those known 
as "spring pigs." Your old sows 
are more liable to become breachy 
and ill-natured and may take to 
killing poultry. When your better 
half finds out your sows kill the 
chickens that she has taken so 
much pains with, there will be 
trouble in the family and the hap- 
piness oi your fireside will, in s 
measure, be destroyed.— John Mul- 
cahy at Richmond, O., Institute. 



For the culture of strawberries, 
put the ground in the best condition 
with plow and harrow, and procure 
your plants for planting when the 
stem shows the future bloom. Any 
ordinary good soil will grow straw- 
berries. The plants should be plac- 
ed in water with sufficient water to 
cover the roots. A good plan is to 
make the rows by a line, as the 
straighter you make them the easier 
you will find the work of cultivating 
strawberries. Pick off all buds 
or blossoms, spread the roots out, 
water, and make the soil firm 
around the plants. The crown of the 
plant should be very little below the 
irtace when planted. Two crops 
e all that are profitable to grow 
from one planting. Cover the plants 
in the fall with straw or leaves, to 
prevent the thawing and freezing of 
the fruit buds. When all danger 
from frost is over, rake tne covering 
from the plants and leave It between 
the rows.

MINING NOTES. , 

The U. S. Geological Survey 
field work for 15104 will cover in 
vestigations iu many states cov. 
ering several lines of work in 
wide general areas. Several 
States will be included in an in- 
vestigation to be made by Mr. H. 
Foster Bain of the lead and zinc 
deposits of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. He will make a special 
study of their genesis, geologic 
occurrence, and economic impor- 
tance. His specific task is to ex- 
amine the lead and zinc deposits 
of the upper Mississippi district 
in Illinois, low*, and Wisconsin 
and to prepare a preliminary re- 
port upon this district. In ad- 
dition he will examine certain 
copper deposits in Shannon 
county, Missouri, associated lead 
and zinc ores in St. Genevieve 
county and in the Mine Lamotte 
district, and the St. Clair and 
Granby mines in southwestern 
Missouri. He is also directed to 
reexamine the more important 
lead and zinc mines of the Wes- 
tern Kentucky district and to 
make a reconnaissance examina- 
tion of the lead and zinc district 
of the Appalachian Valley in 
Virginia and Tennessee. Mr. E. 
O. Ulrich, who is directed to in- 
vestigate the Silurian and Ordo- 
vician paleontology and strati- 
graphy of the northern Mississip- 
pi valley, will cooperate with 
Mr. Bain in the study of the lead 
and zinc deposits of that district. 

Baltimore, Md., June :$0.— At 
the beginning of the last half of 
the nineteenth century there 
were only two States south of the 
Ohio river and Mason and Dix- 
on's line in which coal was being 
mined to any great extent. These 
two states were Maryland and 
Virginia, the latter being the 
first State in this country in 
which bituminous coal had been 
mined, and both States produc- 
ing a little more than 325,000 
tons in 1851, when the total out- 
put in the country was 8,141,525 
tons, of which nearly 5,500,000 
tons were anthracite.

Man a.1 Head of Colorado Militia a Re- 
markable Fighter. 

Gen. Sherman M. Bell is a fighting 
soldier par excellence, says the St. 
Louis Chronicle. He is a master 
hand at hard hitting tactics. His 
ability as an executive officer has 
often been questioned, but his per- 
sonal bravery and sterling honesty 
are acknowledged even by his worst 
enemy. 

He was an officer in Theodore 
Roosevelt's regiment of Rough Rid- 
ers in the Spanish -American war. 
The President is credited with hav- 
ing said of him: 

"If I bad to storm a fort with an 
army of one man I would wish that 
one man to be Sherman Bell." 

When Gen. Bell was In the Crip- 
ple Creek district last fall threats 
9 made openly against his life, 
Once it was rumored that a body of 
men was in session considering the 
proposed assassination of the man 
in command of the troops that were 
thronging the camp. Gen. Bell 
heard of it. Mounting his horse he 
rode, unattended, to the meeting, 
forced himself into the gathering 
and stood before the supposed assas- 
sins with folded arms. Not a word 
was spoken. The meeting hastily 
adjourned and Bell rode away un- 
touched, his matchless nerve and a 
wholesome fear on the part of his 
opponents of his unerring aim, hav- 
ing saved his life. 

One night while at the National 
Hotel at Cripple Creek, firing oc- 
curred at the Golden Cycle Mine 
near Goldfleld, several miles away. 
An excited officer telephoned the 
General that one of his men had 
been shot. Utterly regardless of 
threats that had been made to kill 
him at the first opportunity, Bell 
rode alone over a rough trail, through 
the worst haunts of his deadliest 
enemies, and reached Goldfleld 
safely. 

Gen. Bell is a man of medium 
height, squarely built and carries 
himself with an easy stride that 
shows strength in every move. His 
jaw is square and is a good index to 
his fighting character. He is about 
35 years old. He is a mining engi- 
neer by profession and resigned the 
superlntendency of a mine to accept 
nmission as Adjutant General 
of Colorado at a salary several times 
smaller than he had before received.

DON'T BE A CORRESPONDENT 



The Sad Story of One Who Went to 
Japan to See the War, 

iu a letter published in a local 
newspaper, Robert L. Dunn, a war 
correspondence and illustrator, who 
is on his way home from the Japan- 
ese-Russian war, says that the 
whole staff of war correspondents 
are disarusted over the hardships 
and restrictions imposed on them 
by the military authorties. The 
men, who were at first assigned, he 
declares, are dying of old age, while 
the others who have taken their 
places are giving up hope and de- 
parting. After spending flye months 
in Japan and Korea, he is now on 
his way home on the steamship 
Korea, which is expected to arrive 
b San Francisco about July 7. 
"More than half the men coming 
here to go with the Japanese army 
have gone over to the Russian side," 
he writes. "Others are going al- 
most daily. Not a few are return- 
ing home. All are thoroughly dis- 
gusted. The simple motion of the 
word war to any man here (Tokio) 
is enough for him to shoot. 

Most of the married men have 
sent ter their ions and are bequeath- 
ing their assignments or educating 
the boys in the art of war corres- 
pondence, knowing that before the 
boys grow to the age of men they 
will perhaps see some part of the 
war and if not the war itself have an 
opportunity to stroll over the hills 
where the larger battles were fought. 

"Were it not for Bennett Burleigh 
and Melton Prior, the two English 
veterans," he continues, "the other 
writers would have departed long 
since. These men are so exper- 
ienced in their respecitve lines of 
news getting that they have arrived 
their second childhood. How- 
r, they got their last news before 
ling out for this war; if they 
havn't, well, they will forget they 
were war correspondents before 
they ever see the front."

Farmers Holding for Dollar Wheat. 

The wheat market has opened 
up at 85 cents, savs the Messen- 
ger. Two purchases were made 
Tuesday. Others are anxious to 
buy, but the farmers are disin 
cliued t<» sell.
